The marketing of poor quality fruit 
destroys consumer confidence and 
tends to slow up sales. Quality in 
fruit ig primarily @ grower’s prob- 
lem, but in the final analysis it is a 
question of consumer preference and 
therefore a marketing proposition. 
Quality begins in the orchard or gar- 
den and must grow into the fruit. 
Gradually the fruit imcreases in size 
and weight until maturity is reached 
when the sugar content combined 
with certain acids, flavours and juicy 
texture reaches the optimum for pick- 
ing. Then the fruit begins its 
storage life which may be short or 
long, according to variety and as it 
may. be influenced by temperatures 
and place of storage. Almost each va- 
| riety has its own peculiar storage life 
and reattion to treatment. Usually 
fruit should be picked just before it 
reaches the peak of maturity to ripen 
into the best eating quality. To 
pick immature “green” fruit is

TRUCK LOAD

A eargo of tomatoes was strewn 
along the highway and was a total 
loss, following a motor vehicle. acci- 
dent two miles west of Deseronto at 
midnight Wednesday night.

The time has arrived when the late 
potato crop is to be harvested and 
growers should give careful thought 
to ways and means of eliminating as 
far as possible, a lot of the unneces- 
sary cuts and bruises which result 
from careless or poor harvesting and 
handling. 

.Many growers seem to lose sight of 
the fact that after spending the whole 
geason in producing a good crop they 
bruise or damage many tubers 
making them more or less unsaleable

tity is of little value.

Mechanical injury (cuts and bruis- 
es) which®’ not infrequently -develop 
into serioug rots are often caused by 
improper digging methods. Potatoes 
should be dug when the soil is reason- 
ably dry. The digger should be so ad- 
justed that plenty of soil is carried 
between the machine and the tubers. 
This applies both to the elevator and 
to the rotary type of machine. Pad- 
ding should be inserted or 80 placed 
on or near the moving parts of the 
digger to act as & bumper. A simple 
change or adjustment or padding here 
and there will often eliminate consid-

EATING PANCAKES 


MADE OF POISON | 


Two cooks on the Don L. Taylor 
tomato ranch were jailed Saturday 
after three ranch hands died and 13 


fell critically il from eating poisoned | - 


pancakes at Woodland, Calif. 

The poison was kept to kill black 
widow spiders. Apparently the cooks 
thomght it flour. James Hines, chief 
cook, and William Sherman, .his 4s- 
sistant, were held on open charges. 

The pancakes were served to 30 
workers who are in temporary struc- 
tures near the tomato fields. Fourteen 
did not like the taste and ate only 
a bite or two each. They were not af- 
fected. Three ate from three to five 
cakes each. They died. The other 1 
ate from one to three cakes each. All 
were seriously ill and three dying. 

A few minutes after they finished 
breakfast, the men began dropping in 
the field. The first one stricken was 
George Martin, 27, who was said to 
have brought the poison to the kit- 
chen from a storehouse for the cooks 
thinking it was flour.

SLOW DEATH OF 
FAR OFFICER RECORDED 
IN NOTE IN CAVE 


Damp and murky, a rock-cut cave 
near Bic Village in Quebec, holdg se- 
cret the details of the slow death of a 
war officer who made the lonely cav- 
ern his home. Two sentences’ set 
down on a scrap of paper and ad- 
dressed to his sister in Montreal re- 
vealed at a coroner’s inquest recently 
the hermit-soldier’s death by hunger 
and exposure. 

The few shakily written words re- 
corded the illness of Captain J. Edou- 
ard Goulet of Quebec City as he wait- 
ed vainly for aid. They were to “dear 
sister’——-Mrs, Joseph Panneton of 
Montreal. Beginning, the letter told 
of a hunting expedition in the nearby 
woods, then switched to: 

“T am so ill and I can’t go out for 
help or food. I have given a little 
money to two young boys who 
passed by here to get me some food, 
but they have failed to return and I 
haven’t seen them since.” 

Finally scribbling on the back of 
the sealed envelope, “to those who 
may find my body,” Goulet regretted 
that he had not had the ministra- 
ions of a priest before he died. 

Villagers saw Goulet apparently a- 
sleep in the cave Sunday and’ passed 
by. His body was found Monday by a 
man named Beaulieu. The coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of “found dead 
from hunger.” 

Goulet rarely wag seen by Bic re- 
sidents during the two months he liv- 
ed in the cave a mile away. His wast- 
ed body told of days of hunger, but 
in the pockets of his trousers was 
money that would have bought food

As soon as a herd has passed two 
annual or three semi-annual tests 
without an animal showing signs of 
the disease, and contains at least ten 
registered pure-breds, it is designated 
a  “Tuberculosis-free Accredited 
Herd,” Compensation is paid for re- 
actors—that is, those animals which 
show signs of the disease as a result 
of the test—and is based on two- 
thirds of the valuation placed. upon 
the animals by veterinary inspectors 
of the Health of Animals Branch. 
The maximum amount of compensa- 
tion permitted under the Animal Con- 
tagious Diseases Act is $100 for pure- 
breds and $40 for grades. No com- 
pensation ig paid, however, for cattle 
affected with lumpy jaw, nor for 
gerade bulls which react to the test. 
Such animals, nevertheless, must be 
slauzhtered under federal inspection. 

The supervised herd plan is a single 
| herd policy applicable to grade herds 
irrespective the number of pure- 
bred or grade’ animals they contain. 
‘No compensation is paid for animals 
that react to the test, but the owner 
recelveg whatever proceeds there may 
be from the salvage. Owners placing 
‘their herds under this plan must a- 
gree to slaughter reactors, to prompt- 
jly cleanse and disinfect their prem- 
ises, and to keep their cattle from 
coming in contact with untested ani- 
mals: If a herd is not maintained on 
the premises, breeding operations 
must be restricted to a tested ani- 
mal. : 
_ ‘The restricted area plan has for its 
obiect the eradication of tuberculosis 
in definite ateas. At least two-thirds 
of the cattle.owners in any definite 
area must sign a petition for the es- 
tablishment of such an area under 
this plan. The -petition must be for- 
warded by the Provincial Minister of 
Agriculture to the Minister of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
requesting that the necessary action 
be taken.

For unless 
we can have that continuity of expor 
year after year, we are Hable to face 
stiff competition—at least you grow~ 
ers and exporters are—from Italy 
where they grow good tomatoes, too. 
If quality is kept up and demand

How remarkable the increase in, 
shipments of cased tomatoes have 
been during the past four years is 
shown in official figures given by 
the Commissioner. 

“In the year 1934, for example, 
we received a total of only 9,500 cases 
from this country. In the year 1936 
some gain had been shown with a 
total of 300,000 cases exported. This, 
year we predict the number will pass 
the million mark, of which this local 
district will contribute heavily. Re- 
sidents of the section may perhaps 
not quite appreciate this but Has- 
ings and Prince Edward Counties are 
a heavy factor in this export trade. 
In the western part of the Province 
the crop has not been up to expecta- 
tions this season; much of it has 
been rained out. That has left this 
section to carry the load. i 

Exports in all lines have showed a 
tremendous growth since 1931, climb- 
ing from a total export figure of 171 
millions in that year to a figure of 
399 millions last year, declared the 
expert. “This has been enjoyed by 
Canada even though the export busi- 
nesg from other countries has shown 
a decline,” it was added. 

Accompanying Mr. English to 
Belleville is Mr. T. G. Major, chief of 
the Vegetable and Fruit Products Di- 
vision of the Commercial Intellig- 
ence Service, and Mr. F. Perry of the 
Capning Department of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, both of Ottawa.
